The 187S 
and 1874 Atlantic cables are ntill further 
protected, as they have two good layer* 
of jute yarn in opposite directions, with 
a layer of compound of pitch and silica 
on each. The^ are, therefore, far more 
protected against the effect of corrosion 
from external cause* than the cables 
that bare failed, and will probably last 
many years longer. Since the 1874 cable 
was manufactured a further improve- 
ment has been made by employing two 
broad tapes of canvas covered with 
compound laid on In reverse direction 
round the cable. This make* an excel- 
lent pattern.

On making Inquiry of some 
ag.d persons, it waa staled that 1781 
wa* noted for it* cold, uiigenial summer, 
that 1782 was still worse, and, in fact, a 
year of famine in the northeast of 
Scotland; even in October of that year 
the harvest was scarcely begun ; several 
frosts and heavy fall* of snow destroyed
